Official Washington is giving 
more thought now to European 
troubles—not alone those arising out

As to the specific crisis whipped 
around the attitude, first of France, 
and then of Great Britain, and final- 
iy ef both, toward Germany, and the 
latter’s ability or inability to meet 
the demands, and so on, there can be 
no mistaking public thought in Ameri- 
ca, despite the recent yisit of “The 
Tiger” and his speaking swing around 
the continent— ‘ 

It is that France is the stumbling 
block; and unless she alone modifies 
her position to one of reason and co- 
operation, the peace and prosperity of 
Europe, including France, cannot be 
restored. 

And all the other nations of the 
world, including the United States to 
a potential degree, must suffer in 
consequence. ‘ ‘ 


The government of ..the United 
States has diplomatically; intimated, 
and great financial interests of this 
country have acquiesced, /that help 
from this source may be secured when 
Great Britain and France agree re- 
specting the reparations clauses of 
the treaty of Versuilles. 

(Just analyze the significance of 
that intimation!) 

Until these nations do agree, it. is 
very obvious that the United States, 
which is not even one of the signa- 
tories to the treaty, can do nothing

Loss of the muscie sense ex* 
plains the peculiar clumsiness and 
difficulty in moving about in the 
dark which sometimes troubles a vic- 
tim of locomotor ataxia long before 
he realizes that there js any seri- 
ous ‘trouble. It explains also the char- 
acteristic swaying of the patient 
when he closes his eye. while stand- 
ing erect with feet together. It ex- 
plains his awkardness in finding the 
tip of his nose with his forefinger tip 
quickly and accurately with the eyes 
closed, 

But the enfeebled muscle sense may 
be greatly strengthened by suitable 
exercise, with the result that the in- 
dividual’s control over his muscular 
activities improves remarkably. 

is a very suggestive fact, as 
pointed out by Dr. Maloney, whose 
work on muscle re-education for tab- 
etics has been such a boon to vic- 
tims of ataxia, that tabeties who are 
blind do not become so ataxic as 
tabetics who have good vision; that 
is, they preserve “better muscle sense 
and their movements are not so un- 
certain or awkward. On this obser- 
vation Dr. Muloney based his recom- 
mendation that persons with locomo- 
tor ataxia should carry out syste- 
matic. muscular education exercises 
blindfolded. 

One of the simplest and most help- 
ful of these exercises consists in 
walking, or even i: creeping on hands 
and knees up and down a strip of 
linoleum for a given number of times 
three times a day. As the blindfold- 
ed patient improves his performances, 
that is, learns through musele sense 
and other than visual guidance to 
foliow a fairly straight and unbrok- 
en course, the width of the linoleum 
strip is narrowed from time to time, 
until ultimately,a strip eight inches 
wide can be wuiked. Of course such 
exercise is done barefooted, but pads 
may he worn on the knees for creep- 
ing. It is essential that there be no 
curious spectators or other persons 
present who are not in complete sym- 
pathy with the patient. and that the 
patient devote his thoughts strictly 
to his movements and strive to feel 
every sensation that accompanies the 
movements so that he may develop 
more muscle sens. and suffer less 
from muscle anarchy.

Administration Leaders 
R esent Interference 
With Diplomatic ‘ Pro-|1 
cedure--Want Free Hand 


‘BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, December 22,—Ad- 
ministration forces are disturbed by 
the possibility that senate irreconcil- 
ables and democrats will combine to 
force the hand of President Harding 
in dealing with Europe. The presi- 
dent and Secretary of State Hugbes 
want to be free to act in their own; 
way. But sudden activity in the sen- 
ute may interfere. 

Secretary of State Hughes and 
Senator Lodge have been conferring 
with each other and witb the presi- 
dent concerning tbe situation. The 
result is that Senator Lodge is deal- 
ing cautiously with the Borah reso- 
lution authorizing and requesting the 
president to ‘summon an _ economic 
and disarmament conference. He ‘is 
not directly opposing it lest irrecon- 
cilables backing Borah be driven to 
join with the democrats and force 
the measure through. 

Favor Economic Parley. 

There has been a decided swing 

in the senate toward the economic 
conference idea since Borah pro- 
posed it Thursday. This,swing grows 
stronger as the white house delays 
action in dealing with Europe. For 
several days there was a disposition 
in congress to keep hands off and 
allow President Harding to proceed 
unhampered with whatever plans he 
had in mind. But since adiministra- 
tion spokesmen have failed to indi- 
cate that they are making any prog- 
ress toward a solution, the temper of 
congress bas undergone a_ sudden 
change. 
/ Borah has stepped in at the psy- 
chological moment with a_ definite 
suggestion and it has drawn instant 
support, 

Senator Lodge is erwpathetic to 
the economic conference idea as are 
other administration senators. But 
they intend, when the question is de- 
bated after the Christmas recess, to 
ask Borah just what he would place 
on the agenda of such a conference. 
They insist that his resolution is too 
vague. 


Leaves Agenda Open. 


Borah, anticipating this, stated 
Friday that it is the business of the 
executive to determine the agenda. 
He recalled that his armament con- 
ference proposal was criticised be- 
cause it was too specific ; Harding 
departed from it - linking the Pa- 
cific question end in inviting 
France and Italy®to the conference. 
Borah explained that this time he 
wants to leave the president entirely 
free to shape the conference accord- 
ing to his own desires. 

But the other section of Borah’s 
resolution~—incorporating the heuse 
requests that President Harding nego- 
tiate regarding restrictions on the 
building of submarines. aircraft and 
auxiliary craft under 10,000 tons— 
is received more coldly. Two mem- 
bers of the senate foreign relations 
committee recalled Friday that 
France refused to listen to this same 
proposal at the armament conference 
last winter. They believe it is futile 
to take up this question now. The 
navy department holds the same view.
